25X1A x March 1951, noted that the Chinese Com- 
minist Smbassy in Djakarta was offering Chinese in Semarang an opnortu. 
nity to visit China. The Fmbassy was to make travel arrangements and 
obtain the necessary visas. The tours were seheduled to. last three or 
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four months, at a cost of R 8,000 to each traveler. It was hoped that 

the travelers vould return to Indonesia as suprorters of the People's 
RNenublic of China, MEEEMERM March 1951, reported that the Chung Ilva 
Chung Hui in Djakearta had received a report from its Semarang branch 

that a committee had been formed there under the chairmanship of the 

Sin Yiu She (New Friends Society) to make arrangements for a tour of 
Communist Chima. Persons to make the tour were to be drawn from commercial, 
industrial and academic circles. ‘The Chung Hua Chung Hui planned to send 
25 vepresontatives on the tour which ves to last three months. Committees 
similar to thet in Semarang were to be -zet up in Diakarte and Surabava. 
An Indonesian broadcast from Djakarte on 16 Juno 1951, reported that 

a 20eman Indonesian cultural delegation would leave for Peiping early 

in July, in response to an invitation from the All-China League, for 

a etay of about three months.
